I, 1858. but died of typhoid fever 
in August, 1859.

sioned in O ctober, 1859.

In m isfortune a m an shows himself in his most hum an arrangem ent, 
his real self. He has nothing to advertise, nothing to invite the envy of 
others, nothing to give—outside the example of his courage 
Yet it is during tim es of m isfortune that men grow greatest, be­ 
come more resourceful, and rise into leadership.
